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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hainsworth  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  for  the  year  196l. 

In  October  of  this  year  the  administration  of  the  water 
undertaking  in  the  district ,  along  with  neighbouring  undertakings  in 
the  area  was  taken  over  by  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  who  are  now 
responsible  for  all  public  water  supplies  in  the  district. 

Preparatory  work  has  continued  with  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  and  this  should  be  completed  in  1962  when  tenders  will 
be  invited. 

The  matters  mentioned  in  your  report  prepared  under  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  were  all  satisfactorily  remedied  by  the 
slaughter  house  occupiers  concerned  and  I  can  now  report  that  both 
slaughterhouses  in  use  in  Pickering  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene  Regulations)  1958-59. 

There  was  nothing  in  the  routine  of  my  department  which 
calls  for  and  special  mention.

Water  Supply 

In  October  of  this  year  all  responsibility  for  water 
supplies  in  the  district  were  taken  over  by  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board. 


Before  the  take  over  a  further  six  comparatively  small 
extensions  were  made  to  the  Council's  system  in  order  to  supply 
isolated  properties.  The  whole  of  the  district  is  now  supplied  by 
public  mains  with  the  exception  of  Stape  which  is  fed  from  a  system  of 
mains  operated  by  the  Forestry  Commission. 

There  are  now  1390  houses  connected  to  public  mains. 

37  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  during  the  year  all  of 
which  were  satisfactory  as  were  the  4  samples  taken  from  private 
supplies.

Refuse  Disposal 


The  method  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  remains 
unchanged.  There  is  a  weekly  collection  in  all  parts  of  the  area  with 
the  exception  of  Stape  and  Bean  Sheaf  which  has  a  three  monthly  collection. 

Disposal  is  by  crude  tipping. 


Sewage  Disposal 


I  referred  in  my  report  for  i960  to  a  new  scheme  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal;  during  1961  agreement  has  been  reached  on  all 
major  issues  and  work  continues  on  minor  points.  It  is  expected  that 
during  1962  tenders  will  be  invited  for  this  scheme. 

No  analyses  reports  on  effluent  samples  were  received  during 
the  year  from  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board. 

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  now  only  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
both  of  which  are  operated  by  local  butchers  who  kill  for  sale  mainly 
in  their  own  shops. 

In  the  report  made  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  all 
work  necessary  to  bring  the  slaughterhouses  up  to  the  required 
standard  was  to  be  completed  by  1st  July,  1961.  Both  the  slaughterhouse 
occupiers  complied  with  this  condition  and  the  representative  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  has  satisfied  himself  that 
this  is  so. 


Under  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958-59 
50  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  and  11  contraventions  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Regulations  1958?  all  but  4  of  these  were  remedied 
and  these  4  refer  to  a  slaughterhouse  which  is  no  longer  in  use* 

During  the  year  273  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  for  the 
purpose  of  meat  inspection.
